Local funds rank Beach budget 



During 1976-77, only four city public schools systems in 
Virgin^ received a smallfei percentage of their operating 
budgets from local taais than Virginia Beach awl only three 
others had a lower per pupil expewUture, according to an 
informational memorandum distributed by the SUte De- 
partment of Education. 

Aeeor^llJ^tlM stetisacs, Vtrginla ^j^llMAlcSt^oois 
spairt ISPHPer child last year, radttof iM out of Vir- 
gbU's 39 city school systems. Thia doUars-spent-per- 1 
cMkl tiital was based on the Virginia Beave ami«e iteily 
membership of 56,(^5 students. In comparison, the school 
division spending the most money per child for the school 
year was Falls Church with |2,39S spent for each of its 
1,475 students. 

The tabulations show that Virginia Beach Public Schools 
received |21,383,60S in local funds last school year. That 
was 39% of its operaUng bucket, ranking 35th out ai 39 
VirginU dttes. 

In comparison 52% of Norfolk's school operating budget 
came from local funs-|31,914,264-making it rank 23rd^ 
Portsmouth received 44% locally-$U,212,375- ranking it 



31st.; while Chesapeake public schools received 41% fo- 
caUy-|12,050.835- ranking it 34th. 

The state released figures also place the Virginia Beadi 
school division second among the 39 Virginia ciUes in the 
total anuwat of lederal funds received last year. The in- 
ures show that last year Virginia Beach received 19,268,218

Sorfijlk was first, rtceivlng 112.667,832, Chesapeake was

Virginia Beach Public Schools also received 824,138,591 
in state ftmds received last year for 44% of its operating 
budget. The amount makes Virginia Beach seventh among 
the 39 cities. 

Norfolk received $17,265,261 in state funds for 28% of 
its budget, ruikii« 26th among the 39. Portsmouth ranked 
tenth, receivlv 40% of its bw^et from the state, or 
110,262,070. Chesapeake was fourth, receiving 46% of its 
(grating budget from the state or $13,494,548.

Now that the holiday season has 
passed, we all need a change of flavor. Why not try an 
oyster dish? 

Oysters are so versatile they can be eaten raw, baked, 
roasted, fHed, santeed, broUed, in casseroles, in soupfi 
and stews or as an appetiser. 

And with oystmv so accessible in Virginia Beach the 
possilflllties ai-e almost endless. There are, however, 
a few buying gnidellMS and storage tips we need to follow 
when wleetlBi fifiters. 

Buying Guidelines: 

Oysters most be alive when purchased in ttie shell. 
This Is indicated Iqr a closed sl»ll or Iqr a parttally opea 
sheU which closes ^dckly when tapped. 

Shucked oysters should be free oi skell particles, {dump 
with a natural cream color and sho^ have no soar or 
mqdeasaat odor. They i^uM be in only a small anuMnt 
of Uquid. 



The following amounta will feed six pet^e: taree dozen 
shell oyesters or one quart shucked oysters. 

Cyders are graded by sise wita standards or small aaA 
select (mediums) tta mMt availabte sizes. For most 
recipes, a smaller rise oyster does the Job for a UtUe 
less monejT. ~--r 

Storage: ^^w^ 

Storage conditions and time are the two mos|i|pportant 
factors in keeirii« oysters at peak qoality. TM fresher 
the better, but oysters can be stored in the refrigerator 
closed container surrwmdad by ice; if k^ at 39 degrees 
F. they will ke^ five to seven days. SSiiell oysters shonld 
also be kqA at 39 <tegrees F. 

Do not stwe dlredly <m ice; ke^ dry. Under ttese 
conditions they will keep alive several days.

3,000 bulbs on the tree for 
one hour would requre about 
134 hours of pedaling. Just 
one second of power for the 
big tree would require 2.3 
minutes of pedaling! 

On Monday, Nov. 30, sci- 
ence student Robert Gutkin 
jumped on the bike and be- 
gan pedaling. The lights on 
the classroom tree flickered 
on, and each school day from 
9 a.m. to S p.m. students 
manned the pedals. Mrs. 
Schucker and Mrs. Toney 
also organised a Friday 
also organised a Friday 

fhcto" the weekend of Dec. 
8-4. 

In four hour increments, 
teams of 20 students ped- 
aled anrand the clock until 
Sunday night. A surprise 
bisitor to the Pedal-Thon 
was Congressman William 
Whitehurst, who dropped by 
that Sunday aftenioon to con- 
gratulate the students oa 
their efforts. 

When the students stopped 
Dec. 12, ttey had cranked 
up more than six kilowatts 
on the meter, more than e- 
nou^ to symbolically pay 
for an hour of ll(^ting the 
nation's tree. Tqp pedaler 
was Joe Wicker, logging 42 
minutes. 

The fruits of labor are 
two- fold for both teachers 
and students; they have gra- 
phically illustrated the im- 
portance of energy, and all 
the students who pedaled got 
to travel to Washington, D.C. 
Dec. 15 to view the tree- 
llghtlag ceremony.

with the arrival of sev- 
ere winter weather, the 
Coast Guard wanted Virginia 
Beach boat owners about the 
danger of ice damage to 
craft left in the water, and 
offered precautionary tips. 

Here are a few preven- 
tive measures the Coast 
Guard recommends: 

To prevent ice from form- 
ing around the hull, insuU 
bubblers— devices that keep 
the water moving— in the 
area where the boat is 
moored 



To prevent damage to the 
hull from drifting ice or de- 
bris, suspend old tires or 
pieces of wood over the sides 
of the vessel to serve as 
buffers at the level of the 
waterline. 

To guard against the dan- 
ger of water entering 
through the exhaust pipe and 
sinking the boat, install a 
plug in any exhaust pipe 
located near the waterline. 
The problem is that the add- 
ed weight of accumulated 



snow and water could cause 
a boat to settle enough to 
bring the exhaust pipe under 
water. 

To ke^ mooring lines 
from partin, double all 
moorii^ lines. The extra 
weight of snow and water 
could cause single lines to 
part. 

Boats should be inspect- 
ed otten. Watch out for holes 
in the hull, excess water in 
the bilges, loose caulking, 
broken seams and ruptured 
through-hull fittings.

Far be it from Virginia Beach to handle experimental 
or heavily dramatic plays that go over in New York 
or other large cities, Init the local group knows its aud- 
ieiKe and sioiplies it.

Sticking with the theatre, managing the mortgage and Vep- 
co payments on the boildii^ at 24tti Street and Barber- 
ton, answering the ever-ringing telqriKme (Congratulations 
Ann. Didn't anyone tell you that you got the part?"), 
is just one person's part of what it takes to make a little 
theatre get off the ground.

The built-in advantage of the Virginia Beach Little 
Theatre is its summer tourist season with families eager 
to take in some [deasant evening oitertainment. 

The transient flow of Beach residents is regarded as an 
asset by Coulsting, which brings the theaU'e talented and 
experienced people with a wide range of ideas. .. 

The core, certainly, is from the Beach and other area 
theatres, and numbers high enough to keep casting calls 
busy. 

While several area theatres having gone under, (The 
Stage Door in Ocean View, Strawberry Banks in Hampton) 
and financial struggles at the Cavalier Dinner Playhouse, 
the Virginia Beach little theatre "flourishes." 

Much local talent is available, but the real secret of 



the progress seems to be the fiict that "We have a fairly 
cwtservative sraisrai, and we're slightly commercial minded. 
We can't afford to lose our audience because we have to 
pay our expenses," says Coulsting. 

Six yrars in a permanent theatre buildii^ aad a nucleus 
of hard-woriiing people is starting to show results, par- 
ticularly an increase in patrons and members. ' 

With a year-round schedule of musicals, dramas ami 
diildren's plays, the Virginia Beach Little ThMtre is a 
training ground and a foundation for Virginia Beach's 
growing awareness of the performing arts.

CETA^ employees, whose 
salaries are paid in full 
bf tlie Federal government 
will receive the increased 
minlfflum wage of ^.6S per 
boor ttis month. Tte pre- 
vious minimnm wage used by 
the city is |2.46. 

City MaMger Geoige L. 
Hanbury said ttiat although

local governments are ex- 
empted from compliance 
with minimum wage and ot- 
her wage and hour legisla- 
tion, the city finds itself in 
a position in which two em - 
ployees may t>e receiving 
different |My for equal work. 

He therefore recom - 
mettled a minimum salary 
increase to |2.65 per hour 
for ftiU-time city employ- 
ees. Council Monday af - 
temoon ^propriated |32, 
500 to finance ttie increase. 

HadMiry said that under 
the miidmum wage bill, the 
minimum hourly wage wlU 
be Increased to $2.90 on 
Jan. 1, 1979 and to $3.10 
an hour by Jan. 1, 1980, 



and $3.35 an hour on Jan. 
1981. 

Hanbury said that in the 
short run the minimum wage 
will be beneficial to CETA 
employees, but in the long 
run the increased minimum 
will be detrimental to the 
very pec^le it intends to 
help -- ttie lowest paid work- 
ers. He said that he in the 
future* he would not hire 
CETA employees to fill any 
of the lower ranked Jobs, 
but only for jtM for which 
tte pay is already above 
0e minimum.

She was interested in having someone 

investigate how the tax laws could be amended to help 

artists. 

In addition to helping artists directly, Ms. Tighe be- 
lieves the federal government can help to stimulate 
■"public interest in the arts. At the same time she thinks 
'the public can make the government more concerned with 
the arts. . •

Return to student life changes 
from traumatic to rewarding

For the middle-aged woman, returning to school can be 
a traumaUc experience. 

But there's no need for her to feel alone. A look at the 
Virginia Beach caa;pus of Tidewater Community College 
shows that women are in tact returning to college in steady 
nnmbers. 

The-reasons tor returning vary, according to TCC coun- 
selor Cheryl Foster. "Some are divorced or widowed and 
have no -skills with which to support themselves. Others 
are bouseiwives who nant to improve themselves and are 
looikiag ahead to the time when they may want or have to 
wcMt. We also have a lot of women in tbeir late 20's and 
early SO's who settled into marriage early and are now 
ready to grow more intellectually. "

Whatever their reason for becoming students, these women 
seem to share common problems and tears. "The biggest 
prcAlem they seem to have is a lack otselt-contidence," 
said Ms. Foster. "For many years these women haven't 
had any feedback on how they do as a person. 

"When a woman comes to us we try to focus on her needs 
and how to best fill them. It she wants a career we often 
refer her toiour women's career planning classes. 

"It she doesn't want a career we try to discover her in- 
terests and get her into classes that will be motivating," 
she continued. "Some women come in just wanting to learn 
the basics, so ,we test them to see where they stand and 
I^ace them in the aK>ropriate level class." 

"Most just start out be taking only one or two classes 
to see how they'll do, then later many decide to work to- 
wards if'degree," Ms. Foster said. 



She has touad this particular groiq> of students to be 
very conscientious and highly motivated, "lliey do well 
because they're (toing what they want to do this go-around 
in school," she said.

Ms. Foster 
also noted that many women become closer to their &mi- 
lies after attending school, "We had a mother-daughter 
team graduate together last spring." 

"I want wom«i to realize that they shouldn't be threaten- 
ed by the idea of a <tegree," she saki. "They can come and 
just take one course at a time it they want." 

The Virginia Beach campus has a staff <rf nine counse- 
lors who can luivise women who are considering entering 
school. Carolyn Pulley, coordinatorofthecoiu»eUng crater, 
also coordinates classes tnat are speciiicaiiy designed for 
woma>. These courses are taught by Ms. Foster and coun- 
selors Wanda Allen and Judy Grace.

The results of standardized achievement tests adminis- 
tered to Fourth and Ei^Ui grade studrats state-wide in 
tiie faU (rf 1977 show that Virginia Beach students scored 
ll or idMve the national average in 24 of 26 categories. 

Only tlie fourth grade math computation and eighth grade 
social studies scores were below the nation-wide average 
fOth percentile with a showing of 49 and 47 respectively. 

In addition to thc^ other scores being as much as eleven 
points above tiie national norm, improvements were achieved 
in 17 of 26 categories over tte fall 1976 results. 

"We are especially pleased with the increases in eighth 
grade math, reading, aijd language arts and the improve- 
m^ in fourth grade language arts," said school Superin- 
tendent Dr. E.E. BrickeU. 

"But fourth grade math computatira stiU needs to be 
> improved," he said. 

The SRA achievement tests, which cover reading, lan-

"Tests like these continue to be good diagnostic tools 
for educatl(» since they are one of the many ways school 
divisions can determine their strengths an^ weakness," 
said BrickeU. 

"By comparing the students' TlbUity and achievement 
test results you can see at a glance where the need for 
improvement Ues," Uie Superintendent said. 

"Virginia Beach can be Justifiably proud of these most 
recent scores. Being at or above the national average in 
all but two categories is a noteworthy achievement by our 
students." summarized BrickeU. 



The State accepts a disparity (tf up to five points be- 
tween a studmt's abiUty and achievement test scores. Only 
fourth grade math comiMitatira scores exceeded this limit 
in Virginia Beach. 

However, the nine point dUIerence between the fourth- 



grades abUity (58) and achievement (49) results improved 
four points from October, 1976, to October, 1977. The 
disparity in 23 of the other categories also decreased and 
some scores were as much as nine points higher than the 
students' abiUty levels.

"Tte state looks up to us 
as a well ruibii8lne88,''nld 
Bill Richest, president of 
tiM Beach ch^er. He added 
the evidoice being, "vewere 
named the best managed 
chai^r in the natim last 
year." 

, The Beach Jaycees bad a 
cash" flow of^ $50,000 last 
ywr. 

This year the chapter cap- 
tured tlM honor of hosting the 
Virginia Jaycee State Con- 
vention to be held May 12- 
14. 

"We're eq>ecting' ever 
4,000 Jaycees and their 
wives," Rlcheson said," and 
were booking more than 
1,000 rooms at the Brack in 
several hotels." 

On May 13, the Jaycees 
will hold a dinner and lim- 
cheon at the Virginia Beach 
Dome. "We have to limit 
meals to 1,000 Aie to the 
lack of spaM," Rieheson 
pointed oat. "This kind of 
thing is OM reason the Jay- 
cees are strong proponents 
fbr the Courention Center. 
Wie're aware of the real need 
for it." 

Rieheson and his Jaycees 
become aware and get in - 
volved in all aspects of the 
community th^ are serving. 

A national service organi- 
sation, the Jaycees mmiber 
350,000 in 8,500 communi- 
ties across the naticxi. In 
Virginia Beach alone, there 
are three chapters^^ Vir- 
ginia Beach chapter with 140 
members, the Ke^psville 
dapter with 30 members 
aiid,a braadnt^ Bea^ Bor- 
9|l^ i^taker , which services 
the wmtq) area and east, 
with 35 members. 

The president of the 
Kempsville chapter is Ar- 
thur Esenberg and the pre- 
sident of tte Beach Boroui^ 
ciapter is newly-elected 
ChrisU^her Taylor. 

Back in 1915 tn St. Louis, 
a man named H^iry Gies- 
senbier saw there was a need 
for a civic group involving 
young men, a group that 
would taisi^re leadership and 
contrilwte to the commmity 
and develop personal skills. 

The idea became the Jay- 



cees and it was so popular 
that five yrars later the 
Jaycees were involved in 
some 24 communltiM. 

This week is National Jay- 
cee Week and the Sua is 
t^dng a look at the Beach 
Jaycees to view the omtri- 
Iwtlons that has been made 
in VirginU Beach. 

The Virginia Beach Jay- 
cees were organised and 
ciatrtered in April 29, 18« 
tteir first major contribu- 
tion came when the Beach 
Jaycees organized a drive 
to establidi a VirginU Beach 
Rescue S<|uad. 

Through the efforts of such 
Beach Jaycees as J. Peter 
Holland and David Stdrmont, 
eaoogh finds were raised to 
permanently establish the 
first rescue squad. 

Originally ttie organi- 
satton was affiliated with the 
Chamber of Commerce, but 
the Jaycees broke with tte 
Chamber in 1965 primarily 
because they were a busi- 
nessmui's organisation. 

Memberdiip is open to 
young men who live or woric 
in the Brach area and are 
between the ages of 18 ahd 
35, according to Rieheson 



"We're not a business- 
man's organization. We have 
a wide varied bad^ground of 
membersUp." he said. "The 
people who are involved are 
from the trades to insurance 
agents, bankers, lawyers and 
builders. This adds to the 
experience." 

Individual dei^^elopmoit is 
an important concept to the 
Jaycees. "The concept is to 
develop the whole sua and 
the ch^er, "Rieheson ex - 
plained. "We're giving 
people an oiqi>ortunity for in- 
dividual developmoit 
through community involve- 
ment." 

In order to help with per- 
.sooal development, ttie 
Beach Jaycees crffer courses 
to their members, such as 
an effective ccHnmunications 
coarse or a time manage- 
ment course. Or programs 
such as "Speak-Up- are held, 
which emphasize piddic 
speaking. 

Some community project 
the Jaycees have made into 
yearly events at the Beadi. 
tin East Coast Sarflag 
Chapicnship was started by 
the Jaycees 15 years ago 
and last year drew over 
156 surfers to the Beach ar- 
ea.

"I always thought that bull riding was the most fascinat- 
ing sport I'd ever witnessed," says Kary "KK" CattreU, 
owner of the arena. 

A native of Haysville, Kans., Navy Chief Sonar Tech- 
nician Cattrell grew 19 in an area irtiere rodeos are a 
common occurrwice. But "KK" didn't ride Ids first bull 
imtil after he joined the service and was assigned to re- 
cruiter duty in Ndmutka.
